Dear Collectors, 


Welcome to the Boston International Sale. 
This sale, being conducted just prior to the 
ANA Convention (held in historic Boston 
itself), features a wide variety of coins from 
over 100 different consignors. New 
England’s offering of over 2,000 lots allows 
collectors to get an early start on the eager¬ 
ly awaited numismatic activities associated 
with the annual ANA convention. 

I am very pleased to be working actively in 
this area once again. I welcome the par¬ 
ticipation of all collectors, and would like to 
hear from you with regard to your current 
numismatic needs. I will also be available at 
the auction itself to discuss specific coins 
appearing in the sale. As collectors today 
realize, present market conditions offer 
many excellent buying opportunities at very 
affordable levels. 

Starting off the Boston International Sale is 
a small but attractive group of ancient 
Greek and Roman coins. Foreign coins es¬ 
pecially worthy of note are a Brazil 1900 
4-piece Discovery Set (in its original case of 
issue) and a Newfoundland 1938 Ten-Cent 
piece in Specimen Proof-63 (one of only 10 
known pieces). 


In response to growing collector interest in 
ANACS certified coins, the offering of U.S. 
coins in the Boston International Sale 
features a section devoted exclusively to 
“certified” coins. Considerable collector 
interest should be generated over the wide 
variety of both early and later-date type 
coins in the sale. “Seated Liberty” collectors 
are urged to inspect the extensive collection 
of uncirculated and Proof Seated Dimes, a 
rare 1856 Proof Seated Quarter, and superb 
examples of 1861-S and 1862 Seated Half 
Dollars. 

Among the Silver Dollars found in the 
Boston International Sale is an exceptional 
1795 Draped Bust Dollar. Prooflike Dollar 
collectors will find a wide variety of Choice 
and Gem quality pieces to bid on. All collec¬ 
tors should take the time to view the 1922 
Satin finish Proof Peace Dollar, as this very 
rare piece may not be offered again at 
public auction for many years. 

Highlighted among U.S. Gold coins are a 
near Mint State 1806 Pointed 6 $5 Gold 
piece, a Mint State-65 1908-S $10 Indian, 
and a rare Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson 
Gold Dollar in Proof-60. 

Due to the increasing number of mail 
bidders, and tie bids, let me remind all 
potential mail bidders to complete their bid 
sheets and return them to New England as 
quickly as possible, since in the event of a 
tie, lots are awarded to the first bid received. 


In closing, I wish to thank the catalogers 
and those involved in the production of this 
catalog for their fine work, and the Peabody 
Museum, of Salem, Massachusetts, for the 
use of the antique nautical pieces featured 
on the cover.

Buyer’s Charge 

A Buyer’s Charge of 10% on each individual lot 
will be added to all purchases made by all 
bidders and will be based upon the total amount 
of the final bid. THIS BUYER’S CHARGE WILL 
BE ADDED TO ALL INVOICES. 


II. 

Bidding 

Each lot will be sold to the highest bidder 
UNRESERVED at a slight advance over the 
next highest bid. In the event of floor disputes, 
the auctioneer’s determination shall be final. All 
bids are to be per lot; no lots will be broken. We 
reserve the right to reject any bid that we believe 
has not been submitted in good faith. A mini¬ 
mum bid of $10 is required for The Mail Bid Only 
Section. We also reserve the right to withdraw 
any lot prior to the sale. Minors need parental 
permission to bid.

Mail Bidders 

When a mail bidder submits the high bid on a 
lot, he will be awarded the lot at a nominal 5 to 
10% advance over the second highest bid. (For 
further explanation, see Important Information 
for Mail Bidders, p. V.) In the event of tie¬ 
winning mail bids, the first bid received will be 
awarded the lot. Bids are accepted in whole dol¬ 
lars only. All others will be rounded to the near¬ 
est dollar. No unlimited or “buy” bids will be 
accepted. Note: A 10% buyer’s charge will be 
added to each successful bid (see Section I of 
this page). All bid sheets must be signed; com¬ 
pany bids must be submitted with a personal 
signature. We cannot assume responsibility for 


any errors made as to lot numbers or amount on 
mail bid sheets, so check your bid sheet 
carefully. 


IV. 

Limiting Total Purchases 

New England Rare Coin Auctions offers the 
service of limiting total purchase of mail bidders. 
This service is available only to those bidders 
who wish to limit their purchases to $1,000 or 
more. To limit purchases, fill in the proper area 
on the mail bid form. Bids may then be 
submitted for amounts not to exceed three 
times the amount of your limit total figure. 
Additional bids may be submitted on a separate 
sheet. Please note that our One Lot Policy and 
the limiting of total purchases by dollar 
amounts, can not be combined on a single mail 
bid form. Limit bidding does not apply to bids for 
coins in The Mail Bid Only Section.

Establishing Credit to Bid 

Bidders who have not established credit must 
furnish satisfactory references or send a deposit 
of 25% of the total amount of their bids. 
Deposits are applicable to purchases; unused 
portions will be promptly refunded after the sale. 
No deposit is required for bids totaling less than 
$100. Establishing credit to bid is used to 
show the good faith of the bidder and does 
not establish a shipment before payment 
account. Should a determination be made by 
NERCA that any bidder has exceeded his credit 
limit, NERCA may require such bidder to 
provide to NERCA security for the extension of 
such credit, and appropriate documentation 
therefore, prior to extension of further credit.

Payment 

Terms of this sale are strictly CASH with 
PAYMENT in U.S. funds DUE IMMEDIATELY 
upon receipt of invoice. All late remittances will 
be subject to an interest charge of 2% per 
month (24% annual) on the outstanding 
balance until this amount is paid in full. In 
addition a 1% penalty charge per month will be 
added to those invoices that disregard the 
specified terms of their credit agreement. 
Delivery of lots at the sale will be contingent 
upon prior credit arrangement. Lots delivered in 
Boston will be subject to applicable sales tax. In 
order to be exempt from state sales tax, all 
bidders must present a valid resale number 
certificate or submit a copy of the certificate for 
our records. Postage and insurance costs will 
be added on lots shipped. We reserve the right 
to obtain full payment before delivery of lots. 
Title only passes when lots are paid for in full. 

VII. 

Authenticity 

All lots are guaranteed genuine. Requests to 
return coins must be made in writing within 3 
days of receipt of the coins. Late remittance for 
purchase, however, is cause to negate this priv¬ 
ilege. No lots may be returned after August 
27th except for reasons of authenticity. No lots 
purchased by floor bidders may be returned. 
The returned lot must be intact in its original 
holder. AUCTION SALES ARE NOT 
APPROVAL SALES.

Quantitative Grading System 


Our grading system is patterned after that of the 
American Numismatic Association's numerical 
grading standards. Where appropriate for 
greatest accuracy, additional intermediate 
grades are also used. Our designations are:

Split grades indicate obverse/reverse designa¬ 
tions. For example, a grade of 65/63 describes a 
coin with an obverse of Mint State-65 and a 
reverse of Mint State-63. Mishandled Proofs will 
be graded as any circulated coin, and may be 
classified as Proof-40 (denoting an Extremely 
Fine coin) or Proof-55, etc. 

New England Rare Coin Auctions will continue 
to describe the coin beyond its numerical grade, 
describing depth of strike, defects, color, lustre 
and other important factors. Our goal is to 
provide the maximum information about a coin’s 
condition through its description and 
photography. 

Important Information 
For Mail Bidders 


Bidding by mail is a convenient and popular 
method of participating in a major rare coin 
auction. But successful mail bidding, like 


successful collecting, comes from knowledge. It 
is important for the mail bidder to know how mail 
bidding works, and how to use mail bidding 
forms (such as the New England Mail Bid Form 
enclosed in this catalog) to your best advantage. 
Below, you will find helpful information re¬ 
garding New England’s mail bidding process, 
and some important hints on preparing a 
successful mail bid form. 

How New England Bidding Works 


New England Rare Coin Auctions’ mail bidding 
system has been structured with you, the 
bidder, in mind. It enables you to: 

1. Bid conveniently in the privacy of your own 
home. 

2. Obtain the lots you want as inexpensively as 
possible. With these goals in mind, New 
England’s numismatic staff follows the 
following mail bidding procedures: 

When we receive your mail bid form, we-will 
assign you a bidder number. Your bids are then 
transferred, along with your number, into New 
England’s computerized master bid book. For 
example, if you were assigned bidder #749, 
New England would record your bids in our 
master book as shown below. 


Your bid sheet: 

Bidder *749 
Lot Amount 

658 $1,000 

659 $ 550 



Just before the auction, after all mail bids have 
been recorded in the master bid book, we also 
record what the opening bid will be for each lot 
in a column marked “Opening Bid”. Opening 
bids are determined by increasing the second 
highest bid received on a given lot by 5-10%. 
For example, in the illustration above, Lot 658 
received mail bids of $250, $500 and $1,000. 
The second highest bid ($500) increased by 
5-10% is $525. Therefore, $525 is the figure 
recorded in the Opening Bid column. 


At the auction, if there is no floor activity on the 
lot, you (as bidder #749) would be awarded the 
lot at $525. If there is floor activity on the lot, we 
will act as your agent and bid competitively for 
you. If the amount that we bid for you is not 
exceeded by a bidder on the floor, you will be 
awarded the lot wherever the bidding stopped. 
In every instance, we will try to obtain your lots 
as inexpensively as possible, and in no case will 
we exceed the amount you’ve indicated as your 
maximum bid (i.e. the amount recorded above 
your bidder number in our bid book) unless you 
so indicate on your mail bid sheet. 


For this reason, it is important that the bid you 
submit should be the absolute maximum that 
you would be willing to pay for that lot. You will 
not necessarily have to pay the full amount of 
that bid. As a matter of fact, nearly 70% of our 
mail bidders are awarded their successful 
purchases at less than their top bids. And all of 
our auctions are unreserved. This means that 
every coin in our sale is sold to the highest 
bidder. No reserve bids are allowed. 









A Guide to Successful Mail Bidding 


New England Rare Coin Auctions offers special¬ 
ized services to help make your mail bidding 
experience a successful one. Our Exhibition 
Service offers you the opportunity to personally 
view lots before placing your bids. Our mail 
bidding process allows you to purchase coins at 
levels below your actual bids. But in helping to 
ensure a successful mail bidding experience, 
there is one thing that you can do: read the 
Terms and Conditions of Sale carefully, and fill 
out your mail bid form with these hints in mind: 


New England cannot be responsible for 
errors made on your mail bid form, and mail 
bidders are legally bound to purchase any 
coins awarded to them at auction. Therefore, 
before filling out your mail bid form, plan your 
personal bidding program carefully. We suggest 
using a worksheet to write down all the coins 
from this sale that you’d like to bid on, and your 
maximum bids. When you’ve completed your 
worksheet, review it, keeping your own finances 
in mind, and revise your bids accordingly. After 
finalizing your worksheet, fill out your mail bid 
form. This helps reduce errors on the form and 
enables New England to process your bids 
accurately and efficiently. If your bids have been 
submitted by phone, please send us a written 
confirmation.

When deciding how much to bid for any given 
coin, refer to current dealer price lists. Such lists 
will not tell you exactly how much to bid for the 
coins you want, but they will give you some indi¬ 
cation of realistic bidding levels. Of course, 
there may be some coins that you’ll want to try to 
obtain at “bargain” prices, but a solid knowledge 
of realistic bid levels will generally produce the 
most satisfying results. For example, a coin that 
is currently selling in dealers’ price lists for 


around $1,000 will probably not be won by a bid 
of under $800-$900, and by bidding in this range 
you run a high risk of losing f he coin. You would 
have a much better chance of obtaining the coin 
with a bid in the $1,000-$1,200 range.

Never bid more for any given coin than you are 
willing to pay. Again, New England cannot be 
responsible for mail bid form errors and you are 
legally bound to purchase any coin awarded to 
you at auction. Therefore, please make sure 
that each bid you write down truly represents 
the maximum amount you would be willing to 
pay for any given lot.

If you wish to limit the total amount you’d like to 
spend at this auction, please indicate that limit 
on your mail bid form. (New England has pro¬ 
vided a space for you to do so in the form’s left 
column.) You may then record bids not to 
exceed three times the amount of the limit total 
figure. Additional bids may be submitted on a 
separate bid sheet. New England will execute 
your bids for you until your limit is reached, and 
lots will be purchased as far below bids as 
possible. (Due to bookkeeping costs, New 
England’s bid-limiting service can only be 
offered to bidders with limits of $1,000 or more.) 
Remember, limit bidding does not apply to the 
Mail Bid Only Section of this catalog. A 
minimum bid of $10 is required for all Mail Bid 
Only lots.

If you wish to limit your purchases by coin type 
rather than by dollar amount, you may use New 
England's “One Lot Policy.” This policy allows 
you to group up to five lots of any one coin type 
(i.e. five Morgan Dollars, five St. Gaudens

Double Eagles, etc.) together on your mail bid 
form and indicate that you want to purchase 
only one coin out of that group. This is an espe¬ 
cially useful mail bidding tool for type set col¬ 
lectors who may see, for example, five desirable 
Indian Head Eagles in this auction but wish to 
purchase only one. (Please note: Our One Lot 
Policy and the limiting of total purchases by 
dollar amounts cannot be combined on a 
single mail bid form, and do not pertain to the 
Mail Bid Only Section.)

To make bidding at New England Auction 
even more convenient, you have five bidding 
options available. 

1. Bidding in Person. As a floor bidder you 
can measure the price of the market and 
make your bidding decisions accordingly. 

2. Mailbidding. Complete the enclosed mail 
bid form at home at least two weeks prior to 
the sale to assure your bids arrive in time to 
be posted.

8 COLONIAL CURRENCY 


COLONIAL COINAGE 


Colonial landgrants allowed for a small degree of social and political independence 
among the colonists. But the right of coinage was largely reserved for the monarch. 
Hence, colonial authorities began producing their own. 

The first coins recognized as products of the colonies were the Massachusetts Bay 
Silver Threepence, Sixpence, and Shillings of 1652. Many other states issued their 
own coins and tokens between this time and the late 1780’s. Most of the pieces 
produced were made from copper, and were of small denominations. Infrequently 
silver and gold issues were made, the most notable being the famous gold 
doubloons produced by Ephram Brasher of New York. New Jersey and Connecticut 
issued the greatest number of copper pieces. 

In the 1770’s large amounts of foreign coins and tokens began to surface. Several 
of these were produced in England, intended for circulation in Ireland. These 
speculative, often underweight issues circulated easily in the colonies. 

In the 1780’s and 1790’s large quantities of tokens were produced honoring Presi¬ 
dent Washington. Today, as the nation celebrates the 250th anniversary of 
Washington's birth, these pieces are among the most widely collected of all 
colonial issues. 

Colonial coins have been carefully researched and cataloged for more than 75 
years. Their scarcity is based on small original mintages, and on a concerted 
government effort (starting in the 1790’s) to redeem these issues and replace them 
with federally-backed coinage. Most Colonials are quite rare in Uncirculated. With a 
high attrition rate, and the fact that Colonial Coinage generally resists significant 
price fluctuations, this previously collector-oriented area of U.S. numismatics is 
becoming increasingly attractive to rare coin investors. 

While the Boston International Sale offers several lots of Colonial coins for the 
beginning and budget-minded collectors, of special interest to advanced collectors 
are the following Colonial issues: a 1788 Massachusetts Cent, Ryder 1-D, in Mint 
State; an R-3 M.33.6-KK Connecticut Copper; two examples of the the extremely 
popular Washington Liberty and Security Penny; an extremely rare K-18X Fugio 
Cent, and a Mint State K.12-X Fugio Cent.

Flying Eagle and Indian Cents 

Flying Eagle and Indian Head Cents were both designed by Chief Engraver of the 
Mint James B. Longacre, and were authorized by the act of February 21, 1857. 
Adoption of the small-sized cent was made necessary due to the rise in copper 
prices during the 1850's. The rise made it unprofitable for The Mint to coin Large 
Cents for circulation. 

These new Flying Eagle and Indian Cents gained instant popularity. This was due 
to the high intrinsic value of the coins’ copper-nickel makeup; and to their “cleaner” 
appearance after worn. The Large Cents would become extremely dark when worn. 

An astronomical 41 million Flying Eagle Cents were coined between 1857 and 
1858. Starting in 1859 the coin’s obverse was replaced by a stylized portrait of 
Liberty wearing an Indian warbonnet. 

The onset of The Civil War saw the abrupt halt of copper-nickel Indian Cent produc¬ 
tion. The public was hoarding regular issue coins, and a steady supply of nickel 
became increasingly difficult for The Mint to obtain. 

The Mint lobbied hard for the adoption of a bronze One-Cent Piece. It was authoriz¬ 
ed by Congress on April 22, 1864. The Indian Cent was struck in an alloy of 95% 
copper, and 5% tin and zinc until it was replaced by the Lincoln Cent in 1909. 

Today, the Flying Eagle and Indian Cents are popular with both date and type col¬ 
lectors. Both series include many well-known and rare dates, including: the 1856 
Flying Eagle (technically a Pattern, although some were officially released into cir¬ 
culation); the rare 1857, 1858 and 1864-L Proofs; the low mintage 1877 and 
1909-S; and the 1908-S, the first Small Cent coined at a U.S. branch mint. 

Highlighted among the varied selection of Flying Eagle Cents and Indian Cents in 
the Boston International Sale are a Choice Prooflike 1857 Flying Eagle Cent, a 
Gem Uncirculated 1859 (always popular with type coin collectors), a Choice Proof

BUFFALO NICKELS 


Buffalo Nickels 

James Earl Fraser designed the Buffalo Nickel, probably our country’s most popular 
five-cent coin. He was the first private artist commissioned to design a U.S. five- 
cent piece. 

Raised in South Dakota, Fraser always had a special interest in Indian affairs. His 
dignified obverse design, dominated by the now-familiar Indian head, was actually a 
composite portrait of three different models: Ivan Tail, a Sioux; Two Moons, a 
Cheyenne; and Big Tree, an Iroquois. The reverse is probably Black Diamond, a 
bull bison, residing in the Central Park Zoo at the time of the design. Frazer 
describes his work as “truly American” with “a pertinent historical significance.” 

Between 1913 and 1938 over one billion Buffalo Nickels were made. Coinage 
began on February 21, 1913. The first coins entered circulation the following day at 
Fort Wadsworth, New York City, along with a special ceremony attended by Presi¬ 
dent Taft. 

The only major design change occured in late 1913, when the words “Five Cents” 
were placed in a recessed area beneath the buffalo’s legs. Previously they were on 
a raised mound beneath the buffalo, but the high placement on the coin’s surface 
caused them to quickly wear off. This design change created what is referred to as 
the 1913 Type One Buffalo Nickel, a popular and eagerly sought after type coin. 


After 25 years, the last Buffalo Nickel was coined on April 9, 1938 at the Denver 
Mint. 

Along with the Lincoln Cent, the Buffalo Nickel is the only U.S. series for which 
both brilliant and matte proofs were coined. Today these proofs are highly prized 
for their sharpness of design detail. The rarest Buffalo Nickels are probably: the 
1916-D with double die obverse; the emergency wartime overdate 1918/7-S; and 
the extremely popular 1937-D three-legged variety, a variety caused by the over¬ 
polishing of worn, clashed dies. 

Offered in the Boston International Sale, and of specific interest to Buffalo Nickel 
enthusiasts, are a Matte Proof 1913 Type One, numerous high quality specimens 
from the teens and twenties, and a Mint State 1937-D Three-Legged Buffalo.

As the Garret III catalog states, “A very pleasing exam¬ 
ple of this early Liberty Seated issue.” It realized $5,200 in that sale, October 2, 
1980, as Lot #1612. 


Seated Liberty Dimes were coined annually from 1837 to 1891. Millions of these 
specimens were issued from the Philadelphia, New Orleans, San Francisco and 
Carson City mints. 


1841-0 Small O, MINT STATE-63, attractive lustrous surfaces bathed in golden 
tones on obverse, gold and blue iridescence on the reverse. Extremely elusive 
New Orleans issue, especially in Choice Uncirculated condition, (color photo) 


Because over 120 date and mintmark combinations were produced, most collectors 
acquire one example of each of the six major designs. The most popular of the six 
design varieties are the “with arrows” issues of 1853-1855, and 1873-1874. They 
were the direct result of the gold and silver discoveries of the 1845-1875 period. 

By the late 1840’s, the significant California gold finds caused the value of silver to 
rise sharply. The rise was so dramatic, that by the early 1850’s nearly all silver 
coins were pulled from circulation. Arrowheads placed on each side of the date in¬ 
dicated this reduction in value. 

When large amounts of silver were discovered in Colorado (and other western 
states) during the early 1870’s, depressed silver values enabled The Mint to in¬ 
crease the weight of subsidiary silver coinage. This was part of The Coinage 
Act of 1873, often referred to as 'The Crime of 73” because it effectively demonitiz- 
ed silver. 

The selection of Seated Dimes offered in The Boston International Sale highlights 
many Choice coins in both Uncirculated and Proof. Some of the finer specimens of¬ 
fered are: a frosty 1839 Without Drapery; the Garrett 1841 specimen, a Prooflike 
1858, a possible specimen strike 1859-0, several attractive Civil War era issues, a 
rare 1878-CC with Type Two reverse, several scarce Philadelphia Mint issues of the 
1879-1881 period, and numerous scarce branch mint issues such as 1840-0, 
1841-0, 1889-S, a fully struck 1890-S, and a Mint State example of the rare 
1891-O/O/S. 

We urge you to obtain a copy of The Encyclopedia of U.S. Liberty Seated Dimes, 
1837-1891 by Kamal Ahwash. It is the most comprehensive book published on this 
long neglected and under-appreciated series.

Seated Quarters 

For over 50 years the Seated Liberty Quarter had been one of the mainstays of our 
circulating coinage. Coined at the Philadelphia, New Orleans, San Francisco and 
Carson City mints, they were issued annually from 1838 to 1891. 

Coinage at any one mint didn’t exceed one million pieces until 1853, when the 
silver content of all minor silver coins was reduced by around seven percent. 

Arrows were placed on each side of the date, and rays were added around the 
eagle on the reverse. This sudden increase in production eased the demand for 
gold dollars. And for the first time in many years the public had an adequate supply 
of circulating small change. 

The weight of subsidiary silver coinage didn’t increase until 1873. Once again, 
arrows were added to each side of the date to signify the change. These changes 
were necessitated by the disruptive effect the Western gold and silver discoveries 
of 1845-1875 had on the value of precious metals. 

In 1873, before the arrows were added, a small number of 1873-CC quarters were 
coined. Of the 4,000 originally struck, only two exist today. We offered one in our 
1980 Metro Sale, where it realized an impressive $205,000. 

The Mint produced large numbers of Seated Liberty Quarters between 1853 and 
1862. However, once the Civil War became imminent production dropped markedly. 


Nearly all coins were hoarded, while greenbacks (and other paper currencies) flood¬ 
ed the North. From 1864 through 1870 production didn’t exceed 100,000 coins at 
any single mint, and large scale coinage wasn’t resumed until specie payments 
were made again (in 1876). 

The 1879-1888 period again saw reduced mintage as the mints frantically tried to 
keep up with the large amounts of silver dollars required to be coined under The 
Bland-Allison Act of 1878. 

Among the high quality Seated Liberty Quarters in our offering is an 1856 Proof, a 
Superb business strike 1858, Proof “With Arrows” issues of 1873 and 1874, and 
several scarce business strike issues of the 1879-1890 period, including a Superb 
BU 1888. 


767 1853 Arrows and Rays, MINT STATE-60, obverse displays shades of crimson, 

gold, and blue. Reverse with even light brown shades and blue at the peripheries. 
Original and always popular as one year type coin.

Walking Liberty Half Dollars 

The Walking Liberty Half is considered to be one of the most aesthetic of all U .S. 
coins. Designed by Adolph Weinman (he also designed the Mercury Dime), it 
utilizes a combination of grace and strength. The obverse shows Liberty symbol¬ 
ically turned toward the new day; the reverse portrays the bald eagle, connoting the 
strength and power of our nation. This strong symbolism was part of a resaissance 
in all U.S. coin designs during the early 20th Century. 

Early in production, the Walking Liberty Half was minted in far less quantity than to¬ 
day. In fact, nine separate issues had mintages of under one million, and only five 
issues had mintages exceeding 20 million. Large numbers of these original 
mintages entered circulation and became well worn, as evident in the large number 
of Walkers that exist today as bullion. 

Collectors often run into difficulties associated with the strike and lustre of Walking 
Liberty Halts. On the early issues especially, the lustre is often dull. Blazing frosty 
pieces from these years are extremely hard to find. 

Because of the coin’s high points in the center of both the obverse and reverse, it 
was extremely difficult to fully strike up all the details. Often the detail in Liberty’s 
skirt, hand and head is weak, even on uncirculated coins. These problems in strik¬ 
ing were especially apparent in the San Francisco mint varieties of the 1940’s. 

Found among our offering of Walking Liberty Half Dollars are numerous later-date 
issues, of interest to both date and type collectors. At current market levels, these 
pieces present excellent buying opportunities for the serious collector. Specific 
issues worthy of note include fully struck examples of the 1916-D, 1918, 1934-D, 
and 1940-S, and a Mint State example of the semi-key 1920-S.

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EARLY DOLLARS 


Early Dollars 

Early silver dollars were adopted in 1785 as the standard monetary unit. They were 
federally authorized by The Mint Act of April 2, 1792. Between the start of Silver 
Dollar production in 1794 and the time it was discontinued in 1804, nearly 1.5 
million of the coins were made. 

Designed by Robert Scot, two major types of Early Dollars were produced: a 
1794-95 “flowing hair” obverse coupled with a “small eagle” reverse; and a “draped 
bust” obverse with a larger “heraldic eagle” reverse 1795-1803. Also, a small 
number of Draped Bust Small Eagle Dollars were made in 1795. 

In theory, these Early Dollars were to weigh the same as the circulating Spanish 
Dollar. But when actual coinage began the U.S. coins were slightly heavier, thus 
worth more intrinsically. This disparity prompted bullion dealers to export large 
quantities of U.S. Silver Dollars in exchange for their Spanish counterparts. The 
Spanish Dollars would then be shipped to the Philadelphia Mint for conversion into 
the heavier U.S. Silvers. 

This “endless chain” practice forced President Jefferson to suspend production in 
1804. This also explains the present scarcity of these Silver Dollars, especially in 
Uncirculated. Indeed, even circulated pieces in original, uncleaned condition are 
highly revered by today’s well-versed collectors and investors. 

Type coin enthusiasts will find numerous circulated examples of early dollars in the 
Boston International Sale. Of specific interest are a 1795 B-9 (R-5), a Superb 1795 
Draped Bust Dollar, a 1797 With Stars 10 x 6, a 1798 B-1 (R-4), a high grade 1799 
B-5, and an 1802/1 in Almost Uncirculated-55 condition.

2005 1799 Large Stars, B-5F, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-55, lightly cleaned at one 

time, with resulting light hairlines. Three noticeable obverse nicks, one inside the 
loop of the last nine, the two others located just to the right of the date. Traces of 
lustre trapped in the legends and around the devices, with attractive light crimson 
and coppery hues just forming. Sharp overall detail, without a trace of adjustment 
marks on either obverse or reverse. 

At the time of Breen’s monograph on early Eagles (the early 1960’s), he relates 
that “the only one Adams knew was the Guttag-Newcomer coin, only Fine,” which 
then sold for multiples of comparably graded 1799’s. Classified by Breen as “FI-8, 
unlocated,’’ the reverse die is readily identified by the berry below ‘A’ being placed 
beyond the right tip of the right leg of ‘A’. Undoubtedly more specimens of B-5F 
have come to light in the 20-year interval since Breen’s monograph was pub¬ 
lished, but this variety is still easily the rarest of the 1799’s with large obverse 
stars. A possible Condition Census candidate, and certain to be appreciated by 
serious collectors of rare U.S. Gold coins, (color photo)
